Vest spoke on the Sherman refunding bill. 
The Democratic bill of lost year would have 
saved the country $15,000,000. 
The President pro tern, announced the spe­ 
cial committee on the rights of women, as 
follow s: Lapham, Anthony, Ferry, Blair, 
George, Jackson and Fair. 
Anthony introduced a bill providing for 
the retirem ent of any person who had served 
fifty years or upwards in either house of 
Congress. 
The minute3 of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of 
the United 
States, iu session in Buffalo last May, con­ 
demning polygamy, were submitted. 
Morgan offered a resolution, which wss 
laid over to be printed, directing the special 
Committee on W oman’. Suffra .e to inquire 
into the m atter of suffrage in U tah, and re­ 
port a bill to set aside any existing laws 
conferring suffrage upon the women of that 
Territory. 
Brown offered a re= lutii n, which was laid 
over, supplying each Senator not a Chairman 
of a committee with a clerk. 
Adjourned. 
House o f H cprcsrntatlvea. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 11th.—Orth offered 
a resolution instructing the Civil Service 
Committeo to inquire into the expediency of 
proceeding differently from the present for 
the appointment of committees of the House, 
with leave to report at any time. 
The Speaker said it would be referred to 
the Committee on Ruies. 
O rth objected, and moved to refer to the 
Civil Service Committee. 
The motion was lost—87 to 75. 
Th° resolution was then referred to the 
Committee on Rules. 
Haskell rose to a question of privilege, and 
sent to the Clerk’s deek and had read the 
resolution which he wrnted to have consid­ 
ered yesterday, declaring it to be the fixed 
and final determination of the Forty-seventh 
Congress th at no person maintaining polyga­ 
mous m arital relations, nr teaching or incit­ 
ing others so to do, is entitled to be admitted 
to the House of Representatives ss a delegate 
from any Territory. 
Randall did not think the resolution came 
within the rules ss a question of privilege. 
If it ever had on such a question, it was not 
so now. 
The House had referred the U tah 
contested case to the Committee on Elections, 
and so far as the House is concerned this 
question mu6t be considered as res adjudieato. 


THE POLYGAMT QUESTION. 
H askell contended that the resolution pre­ 
sented a question of the highest privilege, in­ 
asmuch as it affected tho dignity of the 
House. 
I t ha3 been charged by the public 
press th at Gentile polygamists were in jail, 
but th at Mormon polygamists were seated on 
the floor of Congress. 
T hat was the charge 
mndo affecting tho dignity of this House, 
and of all houses of Congress. 
This question 
should not bs delayed, or attem pted to be 
dodged by points cf order. 
The gentlemen 
had said yesterday th at they were opposed 
to polygamy. 
L et them not put themselves 
in the position of the men who were in favor 
of a law, but W8re not in favor of enforcing it. 
Reagan of Texas opposed the resolution 
on the ground th at it excluded persona from 
membership on a presumed state cf facts, 
without examination or Investigation. 
Speer argued th at the resolution did not 
present a question of privilege. 
If the gen- 
tlemau proposed to fix new qualifications to 
membership, his resolution must go to the 
Committee on Judiciary. 
The fact th at Can­ 
non was not a member took the question out 
of the purview of a privileged question. 
Mills contended th at as there was a mem­ 
ber of the House charged with polygamy, 
the resolution could not present a question of 
privilege. 
Cannon took the ground th at the question 
was not one 
of 
privilege, inism uch as 
whether adopted or rejected it could have no 
effect upon any one. 
Haskell declare d that his resolution did not 
propose a law. 
It.im p ly aBked the House to 
express an opinion on the question of polyg­ 
amy. 
The Speaker submitted the question whether 
the resolution presented a privileged question. 
By a vote of yeas 109, nays 139, the House 
determined th at no question of privilege was 
evolved in the resolution. 
Burrows asked leave to introduce and put 
on its passage a bill defining the qualifications 
ef Territorial delegates. 
[It provides th at no 
person shall be a delegate from any Territory 
under 25 years and seven years a citizen of 
the U nited States, and no person living in 
bigamy or polygamy will be eligible.] 
Armfield aud Singleton objected, and Bur­ 
rows stated th at he had mistaken the senti­ 
ments of the other side, and gave notice that 
he would introduce the bill again Monday. 
The M orm on Q u estion . 


N e w Y obk, January 11th.—The Graphic's 
W ashington correspondent sa y s: A eon of 
the late Orson P ratt, one of the original M or­ 
mon Apostles, is in the city. 
H e is an ardent 
anti-Mormon. 
T o d ay he said: “ W e have 
been waiting tw enty years, thinking th at each 
succeeding Congress would do something for 
U tah, but it has never been done. 
W hen the 
Poland bill was passed we hoped something 
from it, but the vital parts were taken from 
it. so th at it really amounted to nothing. 
You ask me how it happens that I am not a 
Mormon. 
I will tell you. 
I am the son of 
my father’s first wife, and had a mother 
who taught me the evil of the system. 
There 
are 
many 
such 
persons 
in 
U tah, and the tendency of their education is 
opposed to Mormonism. 
They grow up hos­ 
tile to the institution, and more than half ap­ 
pear to be disgusted with all forms of religion. 
Bnme of the older and more fanatical M or­ 
mons have an idea th at the Government can­ 
not deal with them.

know better. 
W hat wa want is a blow struck 
at polygamy. 
W e w ant it wiped out.

don’t care a straw for the simple unseating of 
Cannon on a technicality if nothing is to be 
done to put down polygamy. 
I would as 
soon have Cannon in Congress as Campbell, 
and perhaps rather. 
I t is not Cannon we era 
fighting, but polygamy.” 
P ra tt was asked 
w hat would be the result in U tah of the un­ 
seating of Cannon, provided the Committee 
on Elections report againBt him. 
H e replied: 
" The case in th at event would, I suppose, be 
referred back to the people, and the Mormons 
would elect another man. 
The vote in this 
case shows abont the proportion *f Mormons 
and Gentiles. 
I t is over ten to one in favor 
of the Mormon population, and of coarse they 
can always carry the election as long as they 
have a right to vote.”

U nited Stales Senate. 
W ashington, 
January 
11th. — Nearly 
every Senator present 
having 
submitted 
petition» for a Commission on the alcoholic 
liquor traffic, Blair said it was evidence of 
the universal demand for legislation on the 
subject. 
Morgan offered a resolution directing the 
W oman Suffrage Committee to inquire into 
suffrage in U tah, and report a bill to annul 
any existing law conferring suffrage upon 
U tah women. 
The resolution went over. 
V est spoke on the Sherman refunding bill. 
The Democratic bill of last year would have 
83ved the country 815,000,000. 
The President pro tern, announced the spe­ 
cial committee on the rights of women, as 
follows: 
Lapham, Anthony, Ferry, Blair, 
George, Jackson and Fair. 
Anthony introduced a bill providing for 
the retirem ent of any person who had served 
fifty years or upwards in either house of 
Congress. 
The minutes of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of 
the U nited 
States, in cession in Buffalo last M ay, con­ 
demning polygamy, were submitted. 
Morgan offered a resolution, which was 
Uid over to be printed, directing the special 
Committee on W oman’s Suffra .e to ii quire 
into the m atter of suffrage in U tah, and re­ 
port a biil to set aside any existing laws 
conferring suffrage upon the women of that 
Territory, 
Brown offered a resolution, which was laid 
over, supplying each Senator not a Chairman 
of a committee with a clerk. 
Adjourned. 
House o f R epresentatives. 
W a s h in g to n , January 11th.—Orth offered 
a resolution instructing the Civil Service 
Comiritteo to inquire into the expediency of 
proceeding differently from the present for 
the appointment of committees of the House, 
with leave to report at any time. 
The Speaker said it would be referred to 
the Committee ou linies. 
O rth objected, and moved to refer to the 
Civil Service Committee. 
The motion was lost—87 to 75. 
Th« resolution was then referred to the 
Committee on Rules. 
Haskell rose to a question of privilege, and 
sent to the Clerk’s desk and had read the 
resolution which he wanted to have consid­ 
ered yesterday, declaring it to be the fixed 
and final determination of the Forty-seventh 
Congress th at no person maintaining polyga­ 
mous m arital relations, or teaching or incit­ 
ing others so to do, is entitled to be admitted 
to the Honse of Representatives as a delegate 
from any Territory. 
Randall did not think the resolution came 
within the rules ss a question of privilege. 
If it ever had on snch a qnestion, it was not 
so now. 
The House had referred the U tah 
contested case to the Committee on Elections, 
and so far as the House is concerned this 
question m ust be considered as res adjudicato. 
THE POLYGAMY QUESTION. 
Haskell contended th at the resolution pre­ 
sented a question of the highest privilege, ia- 
astnnch as it affected tho dignity of the 
House. 
I t has been charged by the public 
press th at Gentile polygamists were in jail, 
but that Mormon polygamists were seated on 
the floor of Congress. 
T hat was the charge 
made affecting tho digLiiy of this House, 
and of all houses of Congress. 
This question 
should not ba delayed, or attem pted to be 
dodged by point.s of order. 
The gentlemen 
had said yesterday th at they were opposed 
to polygamy. 
L et them not put themselves 
in the position of the men who were in favor 
of a law, but wsre not in favor of enforcing it. 
Reagan of Texas opposed the resolution 
on the ground th at it excluded persona from 
membership on a presumed state cf facts, 
without examination or investigation. 
Speer argued th at the resolution did not 
present a question of privilege. 
If the gen­ 
tleman proposed to fix new qualifications to 
membership, his resolution must go to the 
Committee on Judiciary. 
The fact th at Can­ 
non was not a member took the question out 
of the purview of a privileged question. 
Mills contended th at as there was a mem­ 
ber of the House charged with polygamy, 
the resolution could not present a question of 
privilege. 
Cannon took the ground th at the qnestion 
was not one 
of 
privilege, inasmuch as 
whether adopted or rejected it could have no 
effect upon any one. 
Haskell declared th at his resolution did not 
propose a law. 
I t simply asked the House to 
express an opinion ou tho question of polyg­ 
amy. 
The Speaker subm itted the question whether 
the resolution presented a privileged question. 
By a vote of yeas 109, nays 139, the House 
determined that no question of privilege was 
evolved in ths resolution. _ 
Burrows asked leave to introduce and put 
on its passage a bill defining the qualifications 
of Territorial delegates. 
[It provides th at no 
person shall be a delegate from any Territory 
uader 25 years and seven years a citizen of 
the United States, and no person living in 
bigamy or polygamy will be eligible.] 
Armfielu and Singleton objected, and Bor­ 
rows stated that he had mistaken the senti­ 
ments of the other side, and gave notice that 
he would introduce the bill again Monday. 
T h e M orm on Q ncalloo. 
N e w Y o k e , January 11th.—The Graphic's 
W ashington correspondent 6ays : A son of 
the late Orson P ratt, one of the original M or­ 
mon Apostles, is in the city. 
He is an ardent 
anti-Mormon. 
T o d ay he said: “ We have 
been waiting twenty years, thinking th at each 
succeeding Congress woold do something for 
U tah, but it has never been done. 
W hen the 
Poland bill was passed we hoped something 
from it, but the vital parts were taken from 
it, so th at it really amounted to nothing. 
You ask me how it happens th at I am not a 
Mormon. 
I wiil tell you. 
1 am the son of 
my father’s first wife, and had a mother 
who taught me the evil of the system. 
There 
are 
m any 
such 
persons 
in 
U tah, and the tendency of their education is 
opposed to Mormonism. 
They grow up hos­ 
tile to the institution, and more than half ap­ 
pear to be diegusted with all forms of religion. 
Borne of the older and more fanatical Mor­ 
mons have an idea th at the Government can­ 
not deal with them. 
They think they are 
more powerful than the U nited States. 
Of 
course it is not true of the more intelligent 
claw*, such as Cannon, for example. 
They 
know better. 
W hat ws want is a blow struck 
at polygamy. 
We want it wiped out. 1 
don’t care a straw for the simple unseating of 
Cannon oa a technicality if nothing is to be 
done to put dogra polygamy. I would aa 
tson have Cannon in Congress as Campbell, 
and perhaps rather. I t i* cot Cannon we its 
fighting, but polygamy.” P ratt was asked 
what would be the result in Utah of the un­ 
seating of Cannon, provided the Committee 
oo Elections report against him. 
He replied: 
“ The case in that event would, I suppose, be 
referred back to the people, and the MormonB 
would elect another man. The vote in this 
case shows about the proportion ef Mormons 
and Gentiles. I t is over ten to one in favor 
of the Mormon population, and of coarse they 
can always carry the eleotion a* long a* they 
have a right to vote.” 
Governor Murray, of Utah, ssid : “ I am 
cot in favor of dividing the Territory of U tah, 
aa they have proposed, and attaching a por­ 
tion of it to Colorado and Nevada. This 
would accomplish no good. 
I t would simply 
insure Nev» * 
to the Democrats, and also, 
most likely, tu»a Colorado into a Democratic 
State. The Mormons are Democrats, 
I nm 
in favor of abolishing the present form of 
Territorial Government, and administer the 
affairi of the Territory by a Council ap­ 
pointed by the President. W hat we are 
striving for is an agitation o f the subject, and 
to troupe Congress to action. 
We want 
Cannon dethroned for the moral effect it will 
bavs on the polygamists.” 


Congressman Rsed, of Main*. remarked 
tn-(Uy th at the gieat difficulty in the 
of fffective legislation against polygamy1 *n 
his opinion, was th at under tho present a/ s’ 
tern the enforcement of the law depen 
upon the local sentiment of the commun1^ 
to which it applied. 
Congress might eract a 
statute, but if the weight of public sentimept 
was against it, it would be inonerafive. This 
was the case in the South, and it had become 
ao apparent that it was useless to attem pt to 
force * law npcn a commnnity whose weight 
of public opirion was hostile to it. 
T hat po- 
j fiUon bad to he practically abandoned. 
Tbis 
- was the trouble in U tah. 
T h e R u lin g s o r J u d g e C ox_0 p inIon* o 
L a w y ers. 
W ashington, January 11th.—District A t­ 
torney Corkhill was ¡wked this morning how 
the rulings of Judge Cox were regarded, and 
replied: “ Favorable to the prosecution.” 
I t being suggested th at s >me people regarded 
the rulings favorable to the defense, the Dis­ 
trict A ttorney said it m ust be understood 
th at these rulings are entirely distinct from 
the charge to the jury, and apply to the facts 
in the case. 
No one will consider th at there 
is anything favorable to the defense. 
Cork- 
hill remarked th at the Judge had demolished 
the thoory of irresistible impulse. 
Scoville says the defence is satisfied with 
the rulings. 
The spirit of onr prayers has 
been sustained by Judge Cox. 
If he delivers 
his charge to the jury on the same basis we 
care nothing for mere words or instructions.

MS. HiYnS VINDICATED. 
For some time past a story has been 
floating in the press to the effect that ex. 
President Hayes had refused to contribute 
anything to the Garfield Monument Fund, 
excusing himself on the ground that he 
was too poor to do so. The New Fork Sun, 
which has always pursued Mr. Hayes with 
peculiar malevolence and ferocity, has ex­ 
erted itself to give circulation to this story, 
and many other papers, more careful 
usually of their reputation, have followed 
a bad lead in this respect. We need not 
hesitate to say that we have not an exalted 
opinion of the talents of Mr. llayes, whom 
we are compelled to regard as the most 
commonplace and narrow man who ever 
occupied the Presidential chair ; but little 
as we think of him we hold him to be en­ 
titled to fair play, and to have the same 
right with other citizens to be protected 
against calumny. We are therefore glad 
to be able to quote the Cincinnati Commer­ 
cial in rebuttal of the accusation above re­ 
ferred to. That journal Siys: “ A dirty 
“ and ugly story has been goiDg the rounds 
“ to the effect that ex-President Hayes re 
“ fused to subscribe to the Garfield Monu- 
“ ment. 
He did subscribe $250, and 
“ offered to make the sum $500 if others 
“ inhis county would raise an equal sum. 
“ He made no plea of impoverishment, hut 
“ stated the fact that of his salary as 
“ President, $200,000, he had saved $00,000; 
“ and that ho told Garfield 620,000 a 
“ year, by close management, might be 
“ saved.” So much for a very mean false­ 
hood. 
THE REGULAR THING. 
A correspondent finds fault with Mr, 
Hailenbeck for having intimated that good 
resolutions were useless to found temper­ 
ance reform apon, and that nothing could 
oare a man of drunkenness but religion, 
and (of course) Mr. Hallenbeck's particular 
kind of religion at that. If our correspond­ 
ent is interested in the work of any tem­ 
perance organization we can quite under­ 
stand his resentment at what he supposes to 
be Mr. Hallenbeck's position. We arc not 
prepared either to say that that position is 
not as narrow as our correspondent thinks 
it. Bat we must point out to him that 
after all Mr. Hallenbeck’s attitude is one 
which has always been adopted by the 
champions of special remedies of any kind. 
Thus the doctors are jealous of all who 
pretend to cure disease otherwise than by 
their methods. Thus the Roman Catholics 
have ever refused to admit that moral cult­ 
ure conld be promoted by Freemasonry. 
Thus the holders of every religious faith 
firmly maintain that it is impossible to 
reach heaven by any other road than their 
own. Mr. Hailenbeck, therefore, only fol­ 
lows the general example when he claims a 
monopoly of merit for his special nostrums, 
and however unreasonable bis position may 
be, it ought not to be regarded as singular. 
THE CANSON-CiMPBELL CASE. 
The proposition to admit Campbell to a 
seat on the strength of his possession of a 
certificate alone, was certainly not merely 
an immoral but a very dangerous one. For 
if Congress recognizes the right of Gov­ 
ernors to make Congressmen as Governor 
Murray undertakes to do, it will lose con­ 
trol ever its own most important pre­ 
rogatives, and may in a short time 
come to be “ packed ” from ontside. 
It ia therefore just as well that the case 
has been sent to the Committee on Elec­ 
tions, which committee will, if it is wise, 
report against the admission of either of 
the present contestants, and in favor of a 
new election in Utah. That is the only, 
equitable plan that can be adapted, and 
moreover it is the only plan which protects 
the right* and privileges of the House 
against usurpation. 


THE TARIFF IN THE SENATE 
The Senate debit: on the tariff on Tues­ 
day developed the Democratic programme 
to a considerable exttnt, Bayard appears 
to have made the strongest speech on this 
occasion, but as the telegraph has failed to. 
report it, we cannot form any opinion as 
to its merits. The speech of Beck was 
both strong and weak, and so the Demo­ 
cratic policy would seem to be, if this rep­ 
resents it fairly. The position taken by 
these Democratic Senators is that while 
Protection is a vicious system, they are not 
opposed to it save incidentally. They 
favor a tariff for revenue, with protection 
to native industry thrown in ; only they 
would like to have the protection adjusted 
in a different way. The weakness of the 
Democratic position is twofold. In the 
first place, it pats the party in the attitude 
of copying its rival, though at some dis 
tance ; in the eeeond place, the arguments 
which the Democrats derive from the re­ 
sults of Free Trade in England are value­ 
less as applied to any kind of a protective 
system. If those arguments demonstrate 
anything, it is the folly and injustice of 
Protection. For those who cite them, 
therefore, to announce that though they 
believe what they say to be true, yet they 
are not opposed to the principles whose 
fallacy they are engaged in exposing, is to 
commit self-stultification, and to leave 
themselves in the position of deliberate 
hypocrites. 
It is certainly not worth 
while for anybody who is prepared to vote 
for a protective tariff to preface his action 
by arguing against the wisdom and equity 
of snch a measure; yet that is what Sen 
ators Beck and Bayard have been doing. 
Political requirements are no donbt fre­ 
quently incompatible with the maintenance 
of complete consistency or honesty. The 
Democrats appear to have come to the con­ 
clusion that Free Trade is not popular 
enongh for them to carry any longer. They 
continue to believe in its doctrines, but 
they realize that any fight made on that 
basis must be uphill and tedious, and they 
have been out of power so long that their 
patience is exhausted. If we read them 
right this is something like their mental 
attitude, and while we are not prepared to 
say that it is an unnatural one after twenty 
years of disappointment, we are satisfied 
that the hunger for office has in this case 
once more blinded the Democratic leaders 
to their best interests. The fatal hinder- 
ance to their progress for many years past 
has been the belief that they had no con­ 
victions. They have justified that belief 
repeatedly by turning their coats without 
scruple for the sake of popularity. And 
now again we find them trying to hunt 
with the hounds and run with the hare 
at the same time. And in doing this they 
are ignoring the plainest indications of an 
anti-tariff movement in the West. Per­ 
haps as yet itis not consciously a Free Trade 
movement, for the prejudices of a genera­ 
tion are hard to overcome. Bat it is cer­ 
tainly a movement hostile to Protection, 
and it is based upon the very considera­ 
tions which Senator Beck referred to in his 
speech on Tuesday. 
The great West is beiDg educated on 
this subject. 
It is coming to understand 
that the tariff means for it a heavy burden 
only. That in order to bolster up a very 
few New England manufacturers, millions 
of producers are beiDg forced to pay nearly 
twice as much a3 they should for all the 
clothing they wear, all the agricnltural 
machinery they use, all the furniture and 
household goods they purchase. And the 
great army of workingmen is ako begin­ 
ning to understand that all the pretense of 
maintaining their wages by Protection is 
claptrap and humbug ; for that while wages 
in America are not fifteen per cent, higher 
than in Free-Trade England, the cost of 
living in America is from forty to fifty per 
cent, higher ; so that in the end the Ameri­ 
can workingman is worse off by far than 
what the stump speakers are so fond of 
alluding to as “ the pauper labor of 
“ Europe." The plain truth is that the 
shilling of the English workingman goes 
nearly a3 far as the dollar of hi3 American 
colleague, and that therefore a comparison 
of wages without a comparison of prices in 
the two countries, is only misleading. Nor 
can Protection promise any better condi­ 
tions than those which now exist. On the 
contrary, since it always tends to raise the 
cost of living, and since it compels the 
consumer to literally waste a full third of 
his earnings, and since what it returns to 
the Government is not above thirty per 
cent, of what it destroys, it must continue 
to deprive the producing and laboring 
classes of a large proportion of their right­ 
ful gains. 
This is all it can do, and therefore a 
proposition for “ incidental Protection” 
deserves no sympathy. The truth is that 
there is no logical or rational stopping- 
place short of Free Trade. Of course a 
revenue tariff is necessary. Nobody de­ 
nies that. Bnt there should be no pretense 
of Protection in it. It is better to pay 
any amonDt of taxes, knowing them to be 
taxes, than to be bled to death by sneak­ 
ing imposts which make believe to be 
blessings in disguise. As to the Commis­ 
sion business, the present indications are 
that if a Commission is appointed it will 
be of snch a kind as only to postpone tariff 
reform. Having stood the abuse so long, 
however, the country can stard it a little 
longer, and perhaps postponement will 
have the effect of increasing the sentiment 
in favor of reform. It is possible also that 
the present prosperity will not last. There 
are certain ominous signs in the commercial 
horizon which speak of stormy weather in 
the near future. Should it come we may 
be sure that the people will remember the 
anti-Tariff facts which are now being 
placarded so freely, and will insist upon 
some measure being taken to stop that 
drain upon the national vitality.

THE BODY-SNATCHING PANIC. 
It appears that they are suffering in 
E gland from a body-Enatching, or resur­ 
rectionist, panic. It is believed that the 
signal failure of the theft of A. T. Stew­ 
art’s body, as a financial speculation, and 
the equally signal failure of the theft of 
the Scotch nobleman’s remains the other 
day, have so stimulated the cupidity of the 
“ dangerous classes” that henceforth the 
enterprising burglar will relinquish the 
ordinary kinds of “ burgling,” and will 
devote himself to that ghastly kind of 
fishing in which Jerry Cruncher was wont 
to employ his leisure hours. Why the 
business of body-snatching should become 
popular we are unable to perceive, seeing 
that save for the humble purposes of the 
dissecting-room it has never been remuner­ 
ative hitherto. But for all this everybody, 
from Qaeen Victoria downward, is alarmed. 
It has been rumored that an attempt was 
about to be made upon the tombs of Lonia 
Napoleon and the Prince Imperial, and the 
Queen at once became afraid that Frog- 
more, where the Prince^ Consort lies, 
would also be visited. tVe should have 
supposed that the very generality of this 
apprehension was the best assurance 
against any further body-snatchings, but 
in a country where family vaults are as 


common as blackberries, and illustrious 
ancestors could be gathered up by the car­ 
load if needed, perhaps this timidity is 
natural. 
Should the thieves persist in 
their perverse speculation, however, it 
seems quite possible that public attention 
will be turned more seriously than ever 
towards the subject of cremation, which at 
least furnishes complete security against 
the Resurrectionists. And indeed this is 
the natural and proper recourse of sorrow­ 
ing relatives threatened with the surrepti­ 
tious removal and holding to ransom of the 
remains of their beloved. The crematory 
laughs the body-Enatcher to scorn, and it 
is of course very easy to protect the cine­ 
rary urn in which the final residuum of the 
departed is deposited, against the spoilers. 
Nor can there be any really safe method 
other than this. For special police and 
such precautions cannot be kept up con­ 
stantly, and when vigilance has been re­ 
laxed the danger ia most imminent. Cre­ 
mation, therefore, is the most appropriate 
and effective remedy and safeguard under 
the circumstances, and when it is generally 
adopted the occupation of the Jerry 
Crunchers of the Period will be gone. 


V7HAT WILL THE GEEMAN8 DO? 
The Emperor of Germany has formally 
declared his purpose to nullify the Con 
stitntion of Prussia, and by implication 
that of the Empire also. He has set forth, 
in an imperial rescript, a policy of purely 
personal government, which, if permitted 
to be carried out, would at once destroy 
all popular freedom and render abortive 
the existing representative institutions 
The question is in one sense a Prussian ques­ 
tion, bat in a larger sense it belongs to 
all Germany. The King will govern per­ 
sonally, he says. His ministers are merely 
his agents. All office-holders under Gov­ 
ernment are under obligation to support 
the imperial policy, even at the elections. 
This last declaration of course cuts the 
ground from under freedom of opinion, 
divides the country into hostile camps, 
and makes political serfs of every crown 
official. And now it remains to be seen 
what the German people, the Prussian peo­ 
ple, are prepared to do about it. It is per­ 
fectly evident that if they submit to 
this arbitrary act of the Emperor they 
will find themselves flung back into the 
political status of the beginning of the cen­ 
tury. For the Emperor has undertaken to 
eliminate all the popular gains that have 
been made since 1840, and acquiescence in 
his rescript will have the effect of assuring 
success to the bold experiment. 
Yet 
what can the people do ? The dark shadow 
of Militarism impends over them. Should 
popular protest be rejected, and a resort to 
revolutionary demonstration be made, will 
the army B ta n d by the dynasty, or will it 
take part with the nation ? In France we 
should have little doubt on that point, but 
the German army has been more severely 
drilled and disciplined, and we do not feel 
certain that it would not obey orders, re­ 
gardless of the consequences. If itis indeed 
the facila instrument of the Government, 
then the probability that the Emperor’s 
coup d'etat will be successfully resisted is 
very small. And yet there can be no doubt 
that this marks a turning point in German 
history. It is to the Germans as important 
and as far-reaching an event as was the 
demand of King Charles for the ship-money 
to the English. The latter lost no time in 
making it understood that they would not 
submit to personal government, or surren­ 
der their rights as freemen. Will the Ger­ 
mans proye less determined than their 
neighbors and cousins—the race that shares 
with them a common ancestry ? 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


N oth ing F u rth e r fro m «he J e a n n e tte . 
New York, January 11th.—A Herald St. 
Petersburg special says: The following was 
received to-day from Yakutsk: 
There is no direct news of the Jeannette. In 
pursuance of the orders conveyed in mv telegram, 
the inbabitan’s of the shores of the Governments of 
Yakutek and Yeniseisk have been informed of the 
shipwreck, and have been asked to make energetic 
researches for the wrecked men who have not as yet 
been found.

T errific P o w d e r E x p lo sio n . 
San F rancisco, January 11th.—An Oak­ 
land dispatch reports that the Hercules Pow­ 
der Works at Pinole were blown up at r,oon. 
Several men were hurt and some killed. 
I SECOND DISPATCH.] 
P inole, January 11th.—An explosion of 
the mixing-house, or the boiler near it, near 
the California Powder Works here, took 
place at 12 o’clock to-day. Seven buildings 
were wrecked, one Chinaman killed and two 
wounded. Several white men were wounded. 
at other points. 
San R afael, January 11th.—At about 
ten minutes to 12 this forenoon an explosion 
occurred somewhere on the Contra Costa 
shore that shook the houses in this town as if 
by an earthquake. 
Livermore, January 11th.—A sharp shock 
of earthquake was felt here at 11:50 this 
morning. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , January 11th.—A resi­ 
dent of Oakland says that the shock of the 
explosion was so severe at that place as to 
cause many people to run out of their 
dwellings, believing it was the effect of an 
earthquake. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.l 
San F rancisco, January lltb.—The fol­ 
lowing additional particulars are obtaioed of 
the explosion at the California Powder 
Works at Pinole, Contra Costa crunty: 
These works, formerly situated near Golden 
Gate Pai k, in this city, have recently been 
removed to Point Pinole, Contra Costa 
connty. The grounds occupied by the works 
cover sixty acres, with a water front to the 
north on San Pablo Bay, and about twenty 
miles by load from Oakland. This location 
was selected by the company because of its 
natural formation—ridges or elevations al­ 
ternating with hollows, giving its topography 
a fluted appearance, the valleys and 
ridges 
diverging 
from a point at 
the south to the waters of San Pablo 
Bay on the north. In the valleys or hollows 
were erected buildings used in the manufact­ 
ure of Hercules powder, each class of build­ 
ings being separated by small hills, which, it 
was hoped, would so segregate them that in 
case of an explosion of the buildings in one 
hollow those on the other side of the ridge 
would remain intact, the hill acting as a dead 
wall. The company commenced work in the 
new mills about two months ago, and repre­ 
sent that the greatest precautions to insure 
safety had been taken. As is usual in CAses 
of a powder explosion in mills, the cause is 
not apparent. The officers of the com­ 
pany furnish definite information that it 
occurred either in the packing or mixing- 
house, while others claim that it resulted from 
the bursting of the boiler, which was being 
run at too great a pressure. It is claimed 
that there w as no one in the mixing-house at 
the time of tho explosion. James Dunn, 
foreman of the powder department, was 
standing near th9 mixing-house when the ex­ 
plosion occurred, giviug orders to two China­ 
men. He was hurled to the ground and 
badly j trred and bruised upon the face, while 
one Chinaman was hurled against the 
Bide of the hill, nearly every bone iu 
his body being brokeD, his head split 
open and one side of it carried for 
a distance up the hill. He was instantly 
killed. The other Chioatuin was also hurled 
through the air and against the side of the 
hill, fracturing his skull and injuring him 
internally and fatally, although ho is yet 
alive. Both the mixing Bnd packing-house 
were blown to splinters, and tho walls of the 
nitro glycerine magazine, 150 yards distant, 
were blown out, but the tanks were left 
standing. On the other side of the ridge, A. 
Long, the engineer, was blown through the 
roof of the boiler-house, but is uninjured. A 
Chinaman who was helping him had his arm 
broken. The timbers of the acid warehouse 
were all disjointed. The entire acid-house 
and store-house were both wrecked, and the 
windows in the lodging-honse and dwelling- 
house blown out. 
Superintendent Scott stated that there 
were twenty-five white men and twenty-five 
Chinamen employed at the works, all but 
three of the white men btiug employed in 
the acid works. None cf them sustained in­ 
juries beyond a few bruises and cuts. Of the 
Chinamen, one was killed instantly, one fa­ 
tally injured and another had an arm broken. 
He had not had the roll of employes called, 
but believed the above to he all the deaths 
and casualties As the buildings were mere 
shelb, he did not think the damage would 
exceed $5,000.

Willows (Colusa county). January 11th.— 
The frame dwelling of Wm. A. Durham, 
about, four miles west of Germantown, in this 
county, was with its entire contents de­ 
stroyed by fire at an early hour this morning.

His family, however, were all asleep, and 
barely escaped with their lives. His oldest 
eon, in undertaking to rescue one of the little 
children from the burning house, received a 
painful though not serious scorching about 
the face. It is not known how the fire 
originated, but it is presumed that it must 
have been caused from a fire in the kitchen 
stove, in which a few large coals were left 
when the family retired. The loas is esti­ 
mated by Mr. Durham at about $2,509.

CHRISTIAN 
CONVENTION. 


Discussions—Women’s Christian Temper­ 
ance Union Organized. 
The two-day Convention of the pastors and 
members of churches in the interior, in an­ 
swer to the call of the resident pastors in thÍ3 
city, convened at the Congregational Church 
yesterday mcrning with a good attendance, 
and the exerci=es were characterized with the 
deep feeling and earnestness which prevail at 
the gospel meetings now in progress here. 
The first hour cf the Convention was 
occupied in devotional exercises, conducted 
by Mr. W hittle, and to which he gave great 
eamestnes--. 
Towards the close an invitation 
was given for asking prayers by any persons 
preteut, for themselves, their fritucs, or for 
the success of go-pal work in churches at other 
locations, and a large number of requests 
were made, especially for a quickening and 
outpouring of God’s spirit in adjoining towns, 
similar to that being experienced in Sacra­ 
mento. 
M r. and Mrs. McGranahan closed 
the hour by singing very sweetly, “ There 
shall be Showers of B'essings.” 
IT pon the first topic for consideration, 
“ Our field of labor ; its difficulties, hlnder- 
ancee and needs,” three minute remarks were 
made by a large number of speakers, in which 
remarks wa* the following outline of thought: 
Rev. T . S. Dunn, of this city, Haiti the work 
in California covered a large field. 
One of 
the 
principal 
hiaderances 
to the gospel 
work here, as compared with that of the 
Fast, was the lack of sym pathy and co-oper­ 
ative aid by the secular press, which is the 
reverse of what it is largely throughout the 
Fast. 
W here not infidelic in tone it is in­ 
different. 
The State ia al30 full of back­ 
sliders, by reason of coming away from the 
surrounding Christian influences enjoyed in 
earlier years. 
There are more backsliders to 
the acre upon this coast, said the speaker, 
than anywhere else in the 
world. 
The 
surroundings and counter influences are such 
here, and so strong, and in many localitie-Jso 
almost unmixed with Christian opportunities 
or influences, 
that a firmer 
quality of 
Christian character is required to rem áis true 
and steadfast than anywhere else. H ence there 
are to be found here many of the best Christian 
men and women he ever knew. The almost uni­ 
versal tendency to speculate in stocks by til 
classes during the past years, and the mania 
to become suddenly rich, had been a Btrong 
cause in producing the falling away cf church 
membership and of preventing others to give 
hoed to the Gospel. _ The breaking up of the 
stock-gambling business which had taken 
place, in addition to tending to break down 
many evils connected with it, has aleo opened 
the way to carrying forward the Gospel work. 
Rev. J. W . Brier, Sr., said he was the only 
one of the 49*rs left in the active ministry, 
Rev. Joseph Benton, formerly of this city-, 
being now engaged at the Theological Sem ­ 
inary, at Oakland ; Rev. Albert W illiam s re­ 
tired from work by reason of age, and Rev. 
O. C. W heeler is now connected with tho 
Central l ’acitic Railroad Company. 
The 
greatest obstacle to the progress of the Gospel 
upon thL coast at the present tim e, said the 
speaker, 
is 
the 
prevalence 
of 
infidel­ 
ity, 
especially 
of 
the heart 
and 
life, 
and 
not 
of 
the 
head. 
Californians 
plume 
themselves 
upon 
the 
idea 
of 
their superior intelligence over any other 
country, but there is less solid thinking and 
more em pty-headedness in this State than ia 
any other part of the Christian world. Many 
talk about Darwinism, and being disciples of 
h:s, but these same so-called disciples are 
utterly incapable of comprehending Darwin 
by any amount of study. 
Hence, when they 
come in contact with vital religion it is swept 
away, as it is infidelity of the heart, and not 
of the head, which they possess. The remedy 
is deep consecration of Christian workers and 
deeper work of the spirit’s power in the 
churches and the lives of its members. 
Rev. Dr. Deal thought the difficulties in th9 
way of the California Church had been the 
universal and all-absorbing desire of the 
people here to become rich. 
Iu one town 
where he was stationed he found two hun- 
dredj who were members of the M ethodist 
Church at the Fast, but who had dropped 
their religion here. 
H e also found a like 
representation from 
other denominations; 
and when he asked them why they did not 
maintain their church standing and Christian 
life here, they replied that they could not be 
religious and get rich at the same tim e. 
If 
tho obstacles are greater here the efforts put 
forth to save m ust be correspondingly greater 
and earnestly applied. 
R ev. J . J . Powell, of Rio V ista, said what 
was wanted to overcome all obstacles was an 
entire consecration ; a baptism of the H oly 
Spirit, and personal efforts with sinners. 
This, he claimed, covered the whole ground 
of consideration. 
Rev. H . II. Rice accounted for the pre­ 
vailing condition largely from the fact that 
this coast is thevtry extrem ity and thepent-up 
end of the m ovement of emigration westward, 
and in reality the extreme frontier bound of 
civilization ; that it was a sort of Armaged­ 
don battlefield, which requires the boldest 
stand and work upon the part of all ministers 
aud the churches. 
Rev. J. Q. A. H enry believed that the 
principal cause leading to the condition met 
with on this coast is to be found in the ready 
spirit of temporizing in compromise. 
The 
ministers aud church have acceded to this 
constant tendency, and thus lowered the 
standard and failed to exact the healthy in­ 
fluence which a more inflexible line would 
have done. 
The secular press act upon the 
tame standard, and openly say that they shall 
print what the people wish to read and fur­ 
nish what ia demonstrated by their readers. 
Rev. Mr. Trefren, of Dixon, said that what 
is in the way of revivals, is the constant large 
attendance of members of churches at balls, 
theateis, etc., and the cosmopolitan char­ 
acter of the population of the State. 
Rev. ------------ , of Placerviile, thought too 
much s'ricture should not bs placed upon 
those who had failed ta keep up their church 
standing here, as people here had many ob­ 
stacle to faces which those F ast knew nothing 
abont. 
The ups and downs of California life, 
and the want of church opportunities in mauy 
localities, largely produced this cm Jition of 
things. 
Another difficulty was the abandon­ 
ment of government in families, and permit- 
iog the rising generation to come forth r.p .n 
the public in the condition which such a 
course produces. 
Mr. aud Mrs. McGranahan sang “ I Shall 
be Satisfied,” after which Mr. W hittle made 
a summary of the points which had been 
presented, ana interestingly urged such ac­ 
tivity in the work as shall overcome all obsta­ 
cles through tho aid of the Master. 
Chris­ 
tian people, he said, must become living 
examples of Christian principle, gocdne-ts r.nd 
activity, and when this is etroag enough, then 
the ob.-tacles w ill vanish. 
Christian ladies, 
ho said, had got to take a stand separate from 
those who are tilled with and following after 
fashion and other 
frivolities. 
Upon the 
question of lack of family government, he re­ 
marked that it had been aptly sa il that there 
was just a* much family government now as 
ever, only it has changed hands, and instead 
of the parents governing ihe children as here­ 
tofore, the children now in many instances 
run the household and govern the parents. In 
the place of good fam ily government, which 
would be a blessing to every family, restraint 
is in many cases taken away from children, 
and homes are flooded with ligh% flashy read­ 
ing, such as dime novels, the N ew York 
Weekly, and similar trash. 
The forenoon ses­ 
sion was then closed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The afternoon session was opened with 
short devotional exercises, at the close of 
which Mr. and Mrs. 
McGranahan sang 
“ Behold what Manner of Love.” 
Ia opening the regular exercises of the 
afternoon, Mr. W hittle, presiding, said that 
this session would be given to the considera­ 
tion of woman’s w oik. 
The coast, said he, 
has been cursed with bad women, and we 
want to see it blessed with good women. The 
women are mentioned prominently in connec­ 
tion with gospel work in Christ’s time, and 
their influence and co-operative work are 
equally im portant and necessary at the pres­ 
ent. 
Mrs. L. J. Nnsbaum was then called upoD, 
and presented the report of the com mittee 
appointed to draft a constitution and by­ 
law? for the formation of a W oman’e Christian 
Temperance Union.

She said that while it had been surrounded 
with many difficulties and discouragements, 
its efforts, through the keeping of the coffee 
house like that nuw instituted here, had been 
very successful. 
The U nion conducts but 
one coffee hou*e, she said, but others outside 
have been started and are doing great good.

Other articles of food are also furnished, 
for which five cents each is charged.

ail expenses for rent, supplies, help, etc., 
since the second month after starting. About 
000 vi&it the rooms kept by the Temperance 
U nion daily. 
The afternoon session closed by the rela­ 
tion. by David II. Murdock, of Sacramento ; 
B. N. Hughey, i f Fobm n, and Giliis D oty, of 
E lk Grove, from the platform, of their per 
sotial experience under the power of appetite 
for drink ; the many efforts made to reform, 
aDd final success by divine aid. 
The usual meeting at St. George buildmg 
was held at 3 P. M., which was so largely at­ 
tended that a large portion of those who 
came were unable to get inside the rooms. 
The mfetiDg was conducted by Mr. Hallen- 
beck, aided by Mr. McGranahan, and these 
who were present reported that the meeting 
was very affecting; that it was attended 
largely by hard-drinking men, who took the 
deepest interest. S une of them stepped for­ 
ward for better lives, while many others 
wept like children at realizing their enslaved 
and apparently helpless condition.

from the the platfcrnr by K. M. Johnson and 
Mr. Daley. 
A t the m eeting for women, the lecture 
rooms and parlor?, and other rooms adjoin­ 
ing, were closely filled.

garment.

Meeting of the Full Board at 
San Francisco. 


S E 0 0 S D -0 L A S S T IO K E T M A T TEES, 


A Dentist Dissatisfied in Regard to 
Hi3 Baggage 


The full Board cf Railroad Commissioners 
m et in San Francisco yesterday morning, 
Commissioner Cone presiding. 
Mr. Beer- 
stetcher recommended that in the matter of 
l)r. Robinson’.? complaint, filed Decem ber2S, 
1881, in relation to the detention cf bis bag­ 
gage containing dental tools, and asking fcr 
compensation, the Secietary be instructed to 
infoim him that as he bas his redress at law, 
and a full and adequate remedy, he must 
obtain it in the Courts.

Stoneman— H aven’t we the right to give 
second class pu»9enger* lay-over tickets ? 
Cone thought the Board could not compel 
the company to furnish a certain clcss cf ac­ 
commodation. 
Stoneman did nut desire to specify the 
character of the accommodation so long as 
proper accommodation was provided. 
Beerstecher claimed that under Sr-ction 21 
of the Constitution, tho Board could not dis­ 
criminate between persons and classes. ■ 
ILLEGAL ACTS. 
Stonem an—Then it necessarily follows that 
every day the companies issue second class 
tiekerts they are discriminating, and it ia our 
du’y to prevent them from so doing. 
Beerstecher—I don’t know that that is so. 
Stoneman—Look at the tariff. 
There are 
really three classes of tickets—first, second 
and third. 
Take Los Angeles, for instance, 
where they have three classes of passengers. 
If they have no right to make a discrimina­ 
tion, then I claim we are neglecting our duty 
in not prohibiting thein from doirg it. 
I 
claim thia resolution is doing no injustice to 
the companies. 


no jurisdiction. 
Cone—I object to the resolution, on the 
ground that we have no jurisdiction to form 
classes. 
If the first-class rates are too high 
we can reduce them. 
W e are not bound to 
compel the companies to run trains on any 
roads, but when run we can regulate fares. 
St ineman—W ell, m y object is to regulate 
tha fares on the second-class trains which 
they run. 
The theory is that these roads are 
run for the becefit of the poor ae well as the 
rich. 
Cone and Beerstecher—The Constitution 
says there shell be no discrimination between 
persons and classes. 
THE RESOLUTION LOST. 
Stoneman—If that be so, let ua do onr duty 
and pass the resolution and test the matter 
before the Courts. 
W e meet here aud decide 
that we have no authority, and we decide the 
law ourselves. 
It can’t do any harm if we 
p iss the resolution; let it be tested iu the 
Courts. 
Beerstecher—The resolution will fall to the 
ground without a second. 
Stoneman—Are you not willing to go be­ 
fore the Courts and test the m atter? 
Cone and Beerstecher—No ; it would do us 
harm to go before the Courts with a weak 
case and without a majority of tho Board in 
its favor. 
Beerstecher wa* satisfied the Board could 
fix rate* i ut only for one cla?*, but could not 
discriminate. 
The companies coulei make ex­ 
cursion rates. 
The Commission had already 
fixed first cla.*3 fares, aud no motion to re­ 
consider had been giveD. 
A s regareis accom­ 
modations, no evidence was offeied that they 
were inadequate. 
Stoneman—That’s sifting our authority 
down to a very small compase. 
Cene—The resolution is lest for want of a 
second. 
General Stonem aa jvinccd a epiiet chagrin 
at the summary defeat of his resolution. 
ROBINSON’S MATTEB. 
Dr. Robinson then appeared before the 
Board and addressed them in relation to his 
matter. 
H e desired to know whether when 
his ticket* had once bc«"n signed “ baggage 
checked,” tho com pany’s agents had a right 
to detain the baggage and decline to forward 
it, and also w hether the agents had a right 
to open a vsliae to ascertain its contents with­ 
out a search warrant. 
H e made a long ad­ 
dress, in wfcicb, among other things, he 
claimed in this instance 
the 
regulations 
Bhowed a discrimination, for they permitted 
a drummer to carry 200 pounds of baggage, 
but a dentist could not carry his tocls. 
On motion of Beerstecher the m atter was 
referred to him, and permission given him to 
consult the Attorney-General.

It is situated at a point fifty 
miles distant from the jnuction of the North 
and Middle Forks of the American river. 
The mining at Damascus, Last Chance and 
Secret Ravine is very extensive. I am en­ 
gaged in drift mining in the Omo claim, near 
Forest Hill. The grade in bed-rock flames 
varies ; some havo only four inches to twelve 
feet, others have as much as twelve inches. 
I am not very well acquainted with the mines 
at Iowa Hill. They are gravel mines. Shirt- 
Tail Canyon is f'om ten to fifteen miles in 
length, 
A. A. Freeman sworn. 
Direct examina­ 
tion (by W. C. Belcher) —My residence is in 
the city of Oakland, and my occupation 
that of draughtsman for the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. [Witness identified the 
profile made by engineer Wilkin-on of the 
section of the California Pacific Railroad be­ 
tween Washington and Davisville, showing 
the openings made by the company through 
their roads, to enable the overflowed waters 
to escape ] 
Cross-examination (hy Mr. Hart)—I did 
not make the survey myself, but am satisfied 
ae to its correctness. 
Mr. Belcher then offered the profile in evi­ 
dence, stating that Mr. Wilkinson, who 
made the survey, is absent from the State at 
this time. 
I understand he is in Washing­ 
ton Territory, on business for his employers. 
The notes of that survey were checked by 
Mr. Freeman, and we think his testimony as 
to its correctness is sufficient. 
Counsel for the plaintiff objected, on the 
ground that the engineer who made the sur­ 
vey should be produced. 
W. F. KNOX 
Recalled. 
Direct examination (by A. P. Gat­ 
lin— [Witness described the sloughs that ex­ 
isted in 1850 in the city of Sacramento ] 
Tales grew in the city south of O and P 
streets. The 1 ¡west point within the city I 
think was on Fifth etreet. 
In those early 
days I was a carpenter and builder. 
[Wit­ 
ness described the high waters cf 1853 ] 
During the time of overflows about thirty 
blocks between Third and Sixth aud O and 
Y streets are flooded 
I was Street Commis­ 
sioner cf this city from 1874 to 1880. The 
construction of the drainage canal was uudar 
my direotion. We established a grade from 
the outlet of the sewers at R Etreet to tide 
water, at Snodgrass slough. There was high 
ground between Hooker and Beech’s lak“e, and 
we cat the canal through this to a depth of 
20 
feet, and 50 
feet 
wide 
oa 
the 
bottom. 
Prior to the cutting of this canal 
the drainage was into the Pocket, and it 
could not escape from that except by evapor­ 
ation, or drainage into the rivcr. The fall 
in that canal in its entire length is seven 
feet. The drainage canal has not as yet been 
completed as projected. The drainage of the 
city has been greatly assisted by the con­ 
struction of this canal. If the canal was 
completed to Snodgrass slough it would lower 
the surface of the water in Beach’s lake, and 
this would add greatly to the efficiency of the 
city drainage. The water of Barns slough 
is carried out of the city through Thirty-firet 
street by means of a canal made daring the 
last season. 
Cross-examination (by George Cadwalader) 
—The sipage water gets higher and higher 
in the ground every year. It fills the drain­ 
age canal and low places, at times, quite full. 
The fall on the surface, from the American 
river to Y street, was formerly considerable. 
The city has expended a great amount of 
money in perfecting its drainage system. 
All of the high grade is sewered, and a con­ 
siderable portion oí the low grade. Main 
sewers run through the odd-numbered streets, 
and sewers through the alleys connect the 
even-numbered streets with the mains. The 
natural drainage of this city was into Blcughs, 
and was very good. Wlieu the rivers are up 
there is considerable water in Burns slouch. 
I saw the mouth of Snodgrass slough in 1S01. 
At that time I saw no mining debris at its 
outlet. This cr ir.age canal cost the city 
from §20,000 to §30 000. The Y-street levee 
oost from §7,000 to §8,000.

Tne sand found in the 
canai I think cnatts mo3tly from the washing 
of the streets. 
O. P. STIDGCK 
Sworn. 
Direct examination (by A B. Dib­ 
ble)—I came to California in 1819, and at 
present am a resident ot North San Juan, 
Nevada couuty. 
Came to Sacramento city 
in November, 1849. I f.und at that time the 
Feather river 
much discolored from the 
eff ct) of m'n'rg, and the waters of the Sac­ 
ramento sligh'.ly so. I crossed the American 
river, near the city, with an ox team, at a 
place where the river was about 450 feet 
wide. I engaged in keeping a hotel, and also 
was rr.erehanüi-ÚDg for a short time. My 
hotel \v is a wooden bni'ding, a story and a 
half high, about sixty feet long, and was 
situated on tho c..rcer of Sixth and Iv streets. 
There was an active navi'atiou of the river 
at that time. 
Vessels carrying 
mining 
supplies were arriving aud departing daily. 
Sacramento was a mining supply camp. 
■Witness described the prison trig, and stated if 
any further information regarding that vessel 
was desired, he would refer to Mr. McCiatcby 
of the Bet. He having been confined on that 
vessel for a term, undoubtedly knows more 
about it than ar.v man living. 
During the 
flood of 1849 and 1850, the water at my place 
on the corner of Sixth and K streets was 
eight feet deep. The name of my hotel was 
the Connecticut House. 
I measured the wa­ 
ter at the time of the flood. A man died at 
my place during the overflow, and we gave 
him a water burial somewhere near Y 6treet. 
We placed a pole at a point where we an­ 
chored the coffin, intending when the water 
receded, to give the remains a decent inter­ 
ment. When the waters subsided the pole 
and coffin could not be found. They had 
been taken away by the current of that terri­ 
ble flood. Another party, in conveying a 
corpse in a boat for a similar interment, 
met with an accident and one of the party 
fell into the water and was drowced. [Wit­ 
ness described in a graphic manner the suffer­ 
ing ar.d hardships experienced by the people 
living here during that flood. The extent of 
the overflow, as he describes it, was ¡rnnnlv 
immense.] I left Sacramento in Fe ornar j , 
1850, and went to Marysville in a small 
steamer. Marysville waa ju-t beginning to 
assume the proportions of a town, ar.d had a 
population of about 1,000. The houses were 
all cloth or canvas, with one exception ; one 
enterprisinv pioneer had put up a wooden 
bnildiDg. [Witness described a flood he had 
observed at Marysville.] 
Marysville was 
originally a mining camp. I have been more 
or less engaged in mining since 1819. My 
first mining was on ths Feather river, in 
Butte county. I drove an ox team for some 
time, and engaged in freighting supplies to 
the mines. At BidweU’s Bar, and Long Bar, 
and a bar immediately above them, there 
wrre in 1S49 more than 3,000 miners. Tho 
Yuba river in the neighborhood of those 
bars, in 1850, f ir a distance of seven miles, 
was mined in 1S50 by about 7 0C0 miners. 
They displaced about six cubic yards of m • 
teriál per day to the man. The material was 
damped into the river channel. The river 
mining ceased in 1854. The immen-e amount 
of debris or tailings dumped into the chan­ 
nels of the rivers, filled them to Euch 
a great 
depth 
that 
the miners 
were 
driven out and further river mining was 
practically impossible. I call all mining 
where 
water is used hydraulic miniag. 
[Witness described the process of mining 
where pressure is used and the water dis­ 
charged against the hank. Also gave a his­ 
tory of the Little Giant.] I first observed 
hydraulic mining at North San Juan in 1853. 
At that time there were several mines in 
operation at that place, where water wrs 
used under pressure. In 185b this mode of 
mining was very extensive at all points from 
North San Juan to Camptonville. The char­ 
acter of the first washing for hydraulic min­ 
ing was top soil and loose gravel. They did 
not 
work 
to 
the 
bedrock, not hav­ 
ing sufficient 
fall, 
and 
only 
washed 
off the top of those old river channels. 
The material now remaining to be worked in 
those mines is of a dense, heavy and compact 
nature, and such as will not be carried by 
water in suspension. [Witness described the 
different strata observed in those old river 
channels.] Prior to 1862 less water was used 
in the mines than at present, but it did much 
more execution. There was much more ma­ 
te ria l washed down formerly th a n at preeen*', 
owing to the light, alluvial nature of the ina 
terial in the early mines. [Witness describe I 
the depth of thedebris in Shadycreek, Nevada 
concty.] A bridge that at one time stood 
twenty feet above the surface of the stream 
is now thirty feet below the su rface of the 
dep o sit. The debris or tailings from thes9 
mines will not reach a point three miles dis­ 


tant from the dump, except guei as is carried 
in suspension.

A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
Continuation of the direct examination of 
O. P. Stidger—It was the universal custom, 
aud a necessity, that miners should dump 
their tailings into tha nearest ravine or chan­ 
nel. Prior to 1875, 300 inches of water moved 
more material, in the light soil and upon the 
steep grades, tban 1,500 inches moves in the 
present gravel mines. [Witness described 
the canal system and the sources of their 
supply very minutely.] There are over 1,000 
miles of ditches io that county. 1 estimate 
the population of Nevada county to bo 22,000, 
and of that number 20,060 are dependent 
upon the mining industry. They have happy 
home3, and nearly every miner ha? a little 
garden and a few fruit-trees. 
They live 
a happy life, under their own vine and 
fig-tree, 
when 
they 
are 
permitted to 
pursue their daily avocations. 
The natural 
wash from the hill-sides. steep roads, trails, 
plowed ground, denuding the mountains ot 
the timber, our heavy frosts, etc., is very 
heavy. The Narrow Gauge Railroad in Ae- 
vada couuty was built by miners to transport 
miners’ supplies. This road is 22 miles in 
length, extending from Nevada city to Col­ 
fax, in Placer county. The stockholders of 
that road are miners. Its value depends al­ 
together on tha mining interests. The nat­ 
ural wadi since 1875 is tea times greater than 
the mining wash. Nothing moved in the 
mining claims of that section except that car­ 
ried in suspension. At least §200,009.000 have 
been taken from tha mines of Nevada county. 
Over §30.000.000 were taken out between 
French Corral and North San Juan. Over 
§(>00,000,000 remain in the mines of that 
county yet to te mined. 
Cross-examiuation (oy Attorney-General 
Hart)—I regard Sacramento, in the days of 
1849 and 1850, as a mining camp, just as 
much as I would had it been located in the 
heart of the mines. It was a mining supply 
town, and its only trade was that with the 
miners. 
Agriculture was then unknown. 
The wealth that is in San Francisco to-day is 
almost entirely the fruits of mining. In 1849 
the Sacramento river was a clear, limpid 
stream of water at all points above the town 
of Fremont. I have traveled up and down 
on the rivers between Marysville and Sacra­ 
mento perhaps more than one hundred times. 
I never have been on the Sacramenta river 
above its junction with the Feather. In 1819 
I saw brigs, schooners, and ships on the river 
at Sacramento. Tho prison brig was used as 
a jail, or prison, and was owned by the city. 
Violators of the peace were there incar­ 
cerated. The graveyard that I spoke of was 
this side of the present cemetery, between

street. 
During 
the 
flood 
of 
1849, as far as I could see east, north, south 
and west, all was one vast immense sea of 
water. It extended, as far as my observation 
went, from foothills t > foothills. The mining 
population of Nevada county to-day is about 
une-ha!f of what it was in 1850. Since these 
injunctions were got out, over 1,009 Chinese 
have gone to work on the different rivers. 
[Witness described the gravel formation in 
the section where he resides.] The American 
mine, near North San Juio, his a bank of 
from 100 to 150 feet. 
There is from ten to 
fifteen feet of the blue gravel on the bedrock. 
Above this blue deposit, the balance, with 
the exception of about fifteen feet of cement 
and the soil, is loose gravel. 
Nothing from 
this mine goes any distance down Btream, 
except that carried in suspension, and the 
amount carried in suspension is quite small. 
There is a mine called the Kennebec, which 
has been mined for years, and which dumps 
into Shady creek. 
They have worked off 
forty acres in tho mine to an average depth 
of eighty feet. 
Shady creek is, perhaps, 
twenty miles in length. 
O jo hundred acres 
has b:ea wash°d into Shady creek to various 
depths. 
The filling up of this creek with de­ 
bris destroyed the property of many little 
minera. This led to litigation, and the small 
miners were beaten in the Courts. 
Where 
the Yuba Company at Sebastopol dumps iatn 
the river they have great trouble with their 
tailings. They pile up at the mcuth of the 
dump, and often have to remove it by labor. 
The river current does not apparently have 
any effect on that debris. The grade of 
Shady creek is very small. 
I don’t know the 
velocity of the river near North San Juan. 
It perhaps in summer-time runs at the rate 
of a mile an hour. TI19 Middle Fork, at 
high stages, runs down with the velocity of a 
torrent. The deposits in its channel are 
swept down the stream a short distance 
and then permanently lodged. 
[Witness 
described 
the construction and u e 
cf 
under-currents.] 
I do 
not 
know 
that 
slate 
or 
granite 
rock 
decomposes 
and forms Eand. From 1849, at places where 
1 have seen miccB in operation, the practice 
has been to dump your tailings into the near­ 
est and most convenient ravine, or other 
natural channel. 
I do not lerow the number 
of cubic yards mined since 1875. neither do I 
knew the extent of the na ural wash during 
that time. 
1 judge that the natural wash 
during that period is ten times greatrr than 
the material moved iu tha mine?. The red 
soil or Burface in the neighborhood of North 
San Juan varies in depth from thr. e to six 
feet. The surface of all gravel deposits, be­ 
fore they have been disturbed by human 
power, is always found covered with Hvmll 
quartz pi bbles. The timb;r ia the neighbor­ 
hood of San Juan has been nearly r.'l cat 
down. There is not an oak or pine tree 
within two miles of the town. 
R-direct examination (oy A. B. Dibble)— 
All the American population residing iu San 
Francisco iu 1849 50-51-52-53 were eu’irely 
dependent on the mining industry. There 
was no other i iteres!, known at the time, and 
they lived off the trade with the minera. Tho 
flood of 1861 aud 1;62 carried down the rivers 
the material that was deposited iu their chan­ 
nels by ths early miners. 
DAVID L BO’.VEBS 
Sworn. 
Direct exatuinat’ou (by A. B Dib­ 
ble)—I cams to California in 1850, ar.d at 
present resids at Michigan Bluff, iu ITacer 
county. 
I am acquaint: d with portions of 
the Middle and North Forks of the American 
river. The Midd'e Fork from its junction 
with the North to its source is about 100 miles 
iu length. 
The North Fork is of greater 
length than the middle. 
[Witness named 
the different tars in the Middle and North 
Forks ] The bars in those rivers vary iu 
depth from ten to eighty feet. There was 
more mining on those rivers in 1S51 and 
1S55 than at any period since. In 1855 there 
was a solid string of flume from Gray Faglo 
Bar down the river for a distance of sixteen 
rciies. The fillings of the channels of the 
North and Middle Forks are of a similrr 
character, and about the same in depth. 
Iu 
my judgment the natural wash in that sec­ 
tion is several times greater than the wa=h 
from the mines. 
[Witness enumerated the 
d fferent canses of natural wash.] The early 
minirg was in light loose s -ii and gravel. 
The material remaining to bo washed is 
very heavy, dense, anil largely composed 
of solid matter. 
The gravel is heavy, 
and the sand also. The largest portion of 
the present washing of those mines does not 
go, and never will reach, a point 200 yards 
from the dump. There are about 150 mines 
in operation at this timo on the Forest Hill 
divide. They dump into the North and ’did­ 
dle Forks, Brushy, El Dorado and Shirt-Tail 
anyons. The mine3 at Forest Hill and 
Michigan Bluff dumn into the Middle Fork. 
There are from 1,500 to 2,000 people on that 
divide dependent oa the mining interest. 
There are nearly 75 men engaged at Damas­ 
cus in mining the Mountain Gate and Sunny 
South. 
They are drift mines. 
Cross examination (by George Cadwalader) 
—Pond’s mine ia at Todd’s valley. The Dar­ 
danelles, a mile and a half distant, is both a 
hydraulic and drift mine. The Big Gun is 
the only hydraulic mine being worked at 
Michigan Bluff. 
All tbe hydraulic mines are 
fittfd out with giant». There are ordy three 
hydraulic mir.es that have been tailing into 
the Middle Fork for the last three years. 
There are some places in the Middle Fork 
where the bed rock is exposed. The hillsides 
are very precipitous. Have known the river 
at Michigan Bluff to rise twenty feet in one 
night. These rivers are not navigable. I 
was raised in Summit county Ohio. 
Court adjourned to 9.30 A. M. to-day.
